The following work is intended principally for the use of School- 
masters and Choir-trainers, especially amateurs. 

It has been the object of the Author to introduce only so much 
theory as is absolutely necessary, with as few technical terms as 
possible, and this simply in elucidation of a series of progressive 
exercises. 

Directions for the use of the Choir-trainer have been inserted, in 
the hope that they will make up, in some degree, for any want of 
experience on his part. 

By using numbers to represent the notes of the scale, the Author 
believes he obtains all the advantages to be derived both from the 
old system of solmisation (that of always calling the key-note Do), 
and the more modern and more popular French system (that of 
calling a particular sound Do.* 

He is convinced that by the following plan an untrained choir or 
school may be taught to read simple music at sight in a compara- 
tively short time, and with far less trouble than is taken in teaching 
it by ear.
